Professor Introduced By Drs. 
Biricett and Sheppard. 

HEAD OF ANATOMY. 



Dr. Sheppard Gave Interest* 
ing History of Medical 
Faculty^ 

Thi> first lecture In AnaKomy for the 
second year Medical students, wss 
scheduled for 10.00 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Instead of a leottire, . how- 
ever, t^e students were greeted with 
a formal Introduction of Dr. Whitnnll, 
hy Dean Birkott and the vonerahlo 
Dr. Sheppard. 

Dean Ulrkott in a few well chosen 
wordSi paid tribute to Doctors Shop. 
IMvrd a4id AVhttnall. He recalled to the 
attidenta that Dr. .Sheppard waa one 
of the great orpanlzera of the Xedical 
Faculty as It exista today, and par- 
ticularly of the department of Ana- 
tomy of which he was the tiead. Dr. 
Birkett said that he would nlwaya ho 
proud of the fact that he hlmaelf was 
a student of Dr. Shepiiard. 

Dr. Sheppaird followed and In a high- 
ly hitmoroiiH .tlrnln touched on «everaJ 
aiibjccla, all of which ■were of Ihiî 
grontcat Intereat to the audience. He 
appealed for the iiBslHtance of all for 
Dr. Whttnall, who has come from Ox- 
ford Unlvorrttty to lake charge of the 
department of Anatomy at McOIII. He 
next dealt on the Importance of ana- 
tomy In a medical currlcitliim. This 
study Is In reality the basis or founda- 
tion of the whole science. ) 

Dr. Shpppard's brief Irtatory of the 
faculty was greatly nppreelated. The 
fore-runner of Iha'piVspnl -«whool wuh 
called the .Montreal Mrdioal tnatltiite.

Although the weather was very 
bad, a largo number of guests worn 
present at the opening of the Pres- 
byterian Theological College. It was 
the first meeting and opening of ses- 
sion since tho building was evacuated 
by the Military HospiUI aomo months 
ago. 

The meeting was presided oyer by 
Prof. D. Fraiser. Ho opened his re- 
marks by saying that he was very 
glad to resume work in tho old build- 
ing. Ho welcomed the guests of tho 
evening and also the returned men. 
He went on to say the men who had 
alien in actOon would never be wel- 
comed again to the College Halls. 

A tablet would be erected In tho 
hall to commemorate the deeds of 
these tnen. 

Prof. Bleler, Registrar of the Col- 
lege was the next speaker. He said 
Uiat 47 men had enlisted from the 
Collego and out of these 10. bad paid 
the supreme ■slcrifice. A remark- 
able registration opened this session. 
50 new men rcglHtered, out of these 
16 are returned men. 

Mr. Fraiser, Chairman of the Board 
of Management was another Hpcakor 
of the evening. He cnmnoratod 
Improvements that had been done on 
the building since the MlllUry Hos- 
pital had given It uii. 

The chief speaker of the ovenin;,' 
waa Dr. R. E. Welsh, Professor of 
Apollgetics in the Joint Theological 
Faculty, who took a very active part 
in the Theological Faculty ot the 
Khaki University in Ripond. Eng. 

In hla seven roontbs at the Khaki 
University his opinion of the prevail- 
ing attitude In the ranka was a gra- 
dual "going away" froth ^rieliàlon, and 
that this could only be remedied by 
religion being put to the returned 
man in a gentle way and not by tho 
Iron rule of diaclpllne. 

About 900 students were at tho 
Khaki Collego proper, tlin apeaker 
went on to say. Out of Ihoan 7U 
were TheoloK» from aix different 
Vommuniona. He found a very keen 
body of men. Their hellefa were 
ahaken ronsidcrabiy as shown by a 
ntitiibrr of men wanting to leave the 
minlBtry as they said that it would 
bo dishonest to teach, aa th«y did not 
believe as before. But this fault 
waa remedied by the Kbakl Univer- 
sity. Prof. Welsh went on to men- 
tion many incidents and gifts which 
he had received while at tho UtUver- 
•itj", but the gift which he prized 
most was a letter of Rratltudc signed 
by 67 Theological soldiers. 

The meeting then closed with the 
sinciDs ot Uij» NaUooAl Anthem.
